Miss  Chalfant  is  ono  of  tho  host 
known  of  our  present  concert  singers, ij 
particularly  because  of  her  pleasing 
personality  and  raro  charm  of  her  voice. 
She  has  attained  international  recogni¬ 
tion  because  of  her  ability  to  reach 
high  notes  of  many  songs  and  arias. 

While  most  singers  transpose  many 
songs  and  arias  in  order  to  avoid  high 
notes,  Miss  Chalfant  often  adds  notes 
higher  than  thoso  which  appear  in  her 
printed  music.  Tho  dizziest  heights  of 
florid  airs  do  not  weary  her  hi  tho  least. 
Her  top  notes  come  ns  naturally  and 
as  easily  as  those  in  tho  medium  regis¬ 
ter. 

It  was  because  of  a  brillinns  E  above 
high  C  that  Miss  Clialfant  first  attract¬ 
ed  tlie  attention  of  tho  musical  world. 
Bccauso  of  her  clear  full  high  voice  sho 
was  engaged  to  sing  tho  aria  “Cliar- 
mant  Oisenu”  from  David’s  “Tho  Pearl 
of  Brazil”  in' a  San  Francisco  musical 
show,  her  first  professional  engage¬ 
ment. 

When  Miss  Clialfant  made  her  Euro¬ 
pean  operatic  debut  ns  Gilda  in  Verdi's 
“Rigolotto”  at  t ho  Gaito  Lyriquo 
Tlieutro  in  Paris  sho  sang  ‘  ‘  Caro  Nomo” 
in  its  original  key  in  spite  of  tho  fact 
that  at  tho  Metropolitan  Opera  IIouso, 
lit  Covent  Garden  in  London,  nt  La 
Soala  in  Milan  and  in  practically  all 
of  tho  world’s  important  opera  houses 
it  is  transposed  a  half  u  tono  to  avoid 
a  high  E, 

A  fow  wooks  later  Miss  Clialfant  at¬ 
tracted  wido  attention  at  tho  Mozart 
Festival  in  Badon  nBdon  by  singing 
tho  rolo  of  tho  Queen  of  Night  in  “Tho 
Magic  Fluto”  without  transposition. 
This  is  tho  highest  part  in  all  operatic 
roportory.  F  in  alt  appears  sovoral 
times  in  this  Mozartian  role.  Not  in 
twonty-fivo  years  had  anybody  dono 
such  u  font  in  Gormnny.  It  was  tolo- 
grnphod  throughout  Europo  and  nows 
of  tills  Amoriean  girl’s  romnrkublo  sing¬ 
ing  was  cabled  to  ovory  part  of  tho 
civilizod  world. 

In  hor  coucorts  Miss  Chalfant  goes 
ovon  ono  stop  fnrthor.  Sho  sings  a 
high  F  sharp  in  an  aria  from  Handel’s 
“II  Pensoroso”,  No  noto  is  too  high, 
no  music  too  difficult  for  this  extra¬ 
ordinary  Amoriean  soprano. 


A  local  chapter  of  tho  Pi  GqmmaMu, 
a  national  honorary  fraternity,  has 
been  organized  here.  This  chapter  is 
one  of  some  forty  or  fifty  local  or¬ 
ganizations  in  the  United,  States.  This 
fraternity  was  first  organized  in  1924. 
Tlie  local  chapter  was  organized  at  the 
end  of  the  last  summer  quarter.  The 
membership  of  Pi  Gamma  Mu  is  mado 
up  of  students  majoring  in  tho  social 
sciences.  These  students  must  be  jun¬ 
iors,  seniors,  or  alumni  and  of  a  high 
scholastic  standing.  There  aro  two 
kinds  of  members:  first,  local  chapter 
members,  who  aro  instructors,  alumni, 
seniors  and  juniors  of  outstanding 
scholarship  and  interest  in  social  sci¬ 
ence  ill  institutions  where  chapters  lmvo 
been  instituted;  second,  members-at- 
largo,  who  arc  instructors  in  social  sci¬ 
ences  in  institutions  in  which  there 
are  no  chapters  or  outstanding  social 
workers  in  many  fields.  Mombcrs-nt- 
largc  aro  to  bo  found  in  the  faculties 
of  fivo  hundred  American  colleges  and 
universities.  Each  member  is  expected 
to  contribute  actively  to  the  promotion 
of  interest  in  social  science  to  tho  ex¬ 
tent  of  his  time  and  energy. 

The  local  chapter  now  has  thirty-five' 
members,  thirty-three  being  charter 
members.  The  chapter  has  worked  out 
a  constitution  which  proscribes  tlie 
qualifications  for  future  members.  Stu¬ 
dents  must  have  an  S  standing  in  order 
to  become  a  member.  The  qualifica¬ 
tions  aro  placed  rather  high,  hence  to 
win  membership  in  tlie  Pi  Gamma  klu 
is  rather  a  high  honor.  It  is  hoped  that 
the  Pi  Gamma  Mu  will  approach  the 
academic  recognition  of  the  Phi  Beta 
Kappa  as  it  develops  in  strength  here.

Church  Helps 
Youth  to  Seek 
Truth  in  Life 


Dr.  F.  W.  Burnham,  President  United 
Christian  Missionary  Society,  Tells 
Students  In  Masterful  Address  Be¬ 
fore  Assembly. 


“I  have  no  fear  of  tho  modern  sci¬ 
ence  that  our  youth'  is  taught  today,” 
Dr.  F.  W.  Burnham,  president  of  tho 
United  Christian  Missionary  Society, 
St.  Louis,  told  the  S.  T.  C.  student  body 
in  a  talk  at  Assembly  Wednesday.  Dr. 
Burnham  was  in'  Maryville  attending 
t he  convention  of  Christian  Churches 
of  this  district. 

Dr.  Burnham  gave  olio  of  tho  best 
talks  heard  at  Assembly  for  some  time, 
in  tlie  opinion  of  many  students  and 
faculty  members.  In  a  masterful,  force¬ 
ful  manner  he  spoke  on  the  subject, 
“Tlie  Challenge  of  Our  Time  to  Relig¬ 
ion.” 

In  his  address  he  gave  three  chal¬ 
lenges  to  religion.  “The  present  youth 
movement  is  a  challenge  to  religion,” 
ho  said.  “The  youth  of  our  time  has 
been  so  far  removed  from  toil  and  hard¬ 
ship  that  it  lias  a  hotter  opportunity 
for  education  and  tlie  bettor  tilings 
of  life  than  in  any  other  period  of  the 
world’s  history.” 

“I  have  no  fear  of  the  modern  sci¬ 
ence  that  our  youth  is  taught  today,” 
lie  siiid  in  discussing  tlie  educational 
advantages  Hint  youth  today  lias.  “If 
the  church  will  do  its  part  for  the  child 
up  to  college  ago  ,1  believe  lie  will 
seek  the  truth  and  still  cling  to  God. 
For  all  truth  is  of  God.  Jesus  said, 
‘Ye  shall  know  tho  truth  and  the  truth 
slial  make  you  free’.” 

The  second  chnllengo  to  religion 
which  Dr.  Burnham  mentioned  is  the 
challenge  of  industrial  relations.  “Men 
have  to  work  now  ns  they  always  have, 
to  earn  their  daily  bread,  and  bread 
for  their  children.”  lie  expressed  bis 
opinion  that  t he  golden  rulo.can  be  ap¬ 
plied  in  business  and  that  it  is  this 
principle  which  will  solve  the  disputes 
which  arise  between  capital  and  labor. 

The  last  challenge  to  religion  which 
ho  mentioned  was  tho  challenge  of  race. 

We  must  lay  aside  our  race  preju¬ 
dice,”  Dr.  Burnham  said.  “I  do  not 
say  that  wo  should  not  keep  cortain 
social  customs  which  wo  now  observe, 
but  wo  must  rocognizo  that  no  one 
race  is  necessarily  superior  to  any  oth¬ 
er  race.  All  races  should  have  an  equal 
opportunity  to  develop  the  best  that 
is  in  tlie  race  and  give  it  for  tlie  up- 
lift  of  society.”

Tho  future  of  a  business  concern  that 
did  not  hold  its'  employees  strictly  ac¬ 
countable  for  performance  of  their 
duties  would  bo  extremely  uncertain. 
There  is  or  should  be  no  essential  dif¬ 
ference  between  the  prncticc  of  tho  bus¬ 
iness  organization  in  this  respect  nnd 
that  of  an  educational  institution.  Tho 
opinion  steadily  is  gaining  ground  that 
the  idler  and  the  inefficient  worker  arc 
as  completely  out  of  place  in  a  collego 
as  they  would  bo  in  regular  employ¬ 
ment  elsewhere.  Educational  institu-  | 
tions  long  have  had  their  standards  with 
respect  ' to  admittance  and  to  contin¬ 
ued  attendance.  But  it  is  becoming  in¬ 
creasingly  evident  that  new  policies 
in  both  instances  are  required. 

It  was  tlie  view  of  several  leaders 
at  a  recent  Chicago  meeting  of  college 
and  university  administrative  officers 
that  the  student  whose  principal  con¬ 
cern  is  merely  getting  by  must  be  weed¬ 
ed  out.  Tli  ere  was  reference  to  the 
rapid  growth  in  enrollment  at  the  in-^ 
stitutions  of  higher  learning  and  tho 
necessarily  limited  capacity  of  tho  in¬ 
stitutions.  It  was  held  that  the  privi-

It  is  one  of  tho  strangest  examples 
wo  have  of  tho  maladjustment  of  hu¬ 
man  energies,  this  disgracing  and  dis¬ 
heartening  of  hundreds  of  thousands  ol 
boys  and  girls,  not  to  mention  their 
families.  It  will  certainly  be  looked 
back  upon  in  tho  future  with  shame. 
Whatever  the  cause,  the  symptom  shows 
that  tho  educational  machinery  is  labor¬ 
ing  under  a  great  strain.

bull.  She  is  a  registered  medal  cow  j 
with  a  record  of  10,291  pounds  of  milk ; 
and  609  pounds  of  fat.  The  bull  will 
remain  at  the  Silby  Farms  until  five  or 
six  months  old  and  then  he  will  bo 
shipped  to  Maryville.

Many  Enter  College 
Who  Soon  Drop  Out 


Albert  Atwood  Writing  in  Saturday 
Evening  Post,  Calls  It  Expensive  and 
Wasteful. 


There  is  definite  evidence  that  too 
-  many  are  going  to  college  in  the  en¬ 
ormous  numbers  who  arc  eliminated  or 
dropped  out  or  flunked  from  these  in¬ 
stitutions,  in  addition  to  those  who  ap¬ 
ply  in  vain  for  entrance.  Here  is  one 
of  the  most  expensive,  wasteful,  painful 
and  disgraceful  customs  of  American 
life.  It  is  very  difficult  to  say  just 
what  percentage  of  all  college  students 
are  flunked  out,  and  what  percentage 
laeve  of  their  own  accord  and  why.  The 
colleges  are  far  too  busy  to  know  what 
becomes  of  those  who  drop  out,  Wo 
do  know,  however,  that  tho  proportion 
who  finish,  who  graduate  and  who  act¬ 
ually  receive  degrees  is  quite  small. 

We  know  that  not  more  than  one- 
third  of  the  students  admitted  to  en¬ 
gineering  colleges  graduate  in  four 
years  and  not  more  than  two-fifths  ever 
graduate.  The  dean  of  one  engineer¬ 
ing  school  puts  it  this  way:  “If  an 
instructor  on  the  first  day  of  tho  term 
looks  at  the  fellow  to  his  right,  ho  will 
not  bo  there  noxt  fall,  and  if  ho  looks 
at  the  first  man  on  his  left,  ho  will 
not  bo  there  at  commencement.” 

The  stato  universities,  practically 
compelled  by  law  to  tako  all  applicants, 
ease  their  problem  by  lotting  out  up  to 
half  the  freshman  class  nt  tho  end  of 
the  year.  At  one  of  tho  largest  of  those 
institutions  I  was  told  that  ubout  30 
por  cent  of  tho  freshmen  are  dropped 
aiid£&mt  60  per  cent  of  the  men  who 
-ji  jiSin^Pever  rccoivc  a  degree.  Tho  stato 
universities  uro  choked  in  tho  first  two 
years — especially  tho  first — but  somo- 
what  rolioved  later  by  the  bloodletting. 

On  the  average,  tho  stato  universi¬ 
ties  probably  carry  through  to  gradua¬ 
tion  less  than  half  tho  entering  class.) 
Privately  endowed  institutions  vary  in 
this  respoct.  A  few  liavo  a  low  per¬ 
centage  of  wastago;  others  run  as  high, 
it  is  suid,  as  tho  stato  universities.  Tho 
,  English  universities,  on  the  other  hand, 
have -a  •  mortality  of  less  than  15  por 
cent,  running  from  4 -per  cent  to  16 
por  cent. 

This  elimination  may  bo  dofeudod  as 
a  process  of  progressive  selection.  But 
if  is  far  too  ruthless  and  expensivo  a 
othod.  It  is  truo,  of  courso,  that  not 
H  who  drop  out  uro  flunked.  '  Thoro 
ro  always  thoso  who  merely  sample 
l|ege.

Sam  A.  Baker, .governor  of  Missouri, 
might  have  been  president  of  our  Col¬ 
lege  today  instoad  of  executive  head 
of  the  state,  according  to  a  story  in 
last  Sunday’s  Kansas  City.  Star.  The 
school  would  have  been  fortunate  in 
securing  such  a  man  ns  Baker  for  its 
president  but  those  of  us  who  know 
President  Lamkin  are  glad  that  he  did 
not  reject  the  offer  when  it  was  made 
him  in  1922.  Tho  article  from  the  Star 
follows: 

“Sam  A.  Baker  might  not  be  gover¬ 
nor  today  had  a  plan,  made  in  1922  to 
elect  him  president  of  the  Northwest 
State  Teachers’  College  at  Maryville, 
been  carried  out. 

“When  a  vacancy  occurred  in  the 
presidency,  C.  F.  Ward  of  Plattsburg, 
Democratic'  member  of'  the  board  of 
regents,  suggested  Baker  as  the  man 
who  would  be  able  to  build  up  the 
school.  Ward  was  a  member  of  the  com¬ 
mittee  to  find  a  new  president. 

Bert  Vorhees  of  St.  Joseph,  another 
Republican  member  of  the  board,  fear¬ 
ed  the  appointment  of  Balter,  whoso 
term  as  state  superintendent  of  schools 
soon  was  to  expire,  might  be  interpreted 
as  a  political  move.  Tho  board  decid¬ 
ed  to  offer  tho  presidency  to  Uol  W. 
Lamkin,  a  Democrat,  then  in  Washing¬ 
ton,  and  if  Lamkin  did  not  accept  to 
ask  Baker  to  take  tho  presidency.  But 
Lamkin  accepted  tho  place,  so  no  offer 
was  made  to  Baker.  It  is  believed 
Baker  would  have  accepted  at  that 
time.” 


Coolidge  Dictates  His 
Speeches  at  Odd  Times 


President  Used  to  Write  Out  His 
Speeches  While  Munching  Pepper¬ 
mint  Chocolates. 


President  Coolidgo  dictates  all  his 
speeches,  even  the  most  important  ones. 
When  governor  of  Massachusetts,  he 
would  sit  in  his  chair,  throw  ono  leg 
over  tho  other  and  write  his  messages, 
no  matter  how  long  they  might  be,  upon 
n  pad  of  paper  in  his  lap.  Ho'usually 
had  a  package  of  old-fashioned  pepper¬ 
mint  chocolates  .in  his  desk  and  would 
munch  them  ns  he  wrote.  Ho  now  quite 
often  summons  his  personal  stenogra¬ 
pher  to  tho  White  House  in  tho  early 
morning  or  after  dinner  and  dictates 
his  speeches  and  stato  papors  froc  from 
interruption. 

Ho  rarely  revises  his  speochos,  onco 
they  nro  written.  Ho  showed  to  a 
friend  his  Annapolis  speech  of  two 
years  ago  just  after  tho  first  typewrit¬ 
ten  copy  was  completed.  It  was  tho 
President’s  first  uttoranco  upon  his 
policy  of  ponco  and  proparodnoss. 

“That  is  n  remnrkablo  speech,  Mr. 
President,”  said  tho  friend.  “How 
long  have  you  boon  writing  it?” 

“All  my  lifo,”  ropliod  tho  President.

The  little  green  bound  volume  that 
lies  before  mo  on  tho,  table,  seven  inch¬ 
es  by  four  in  size  and  containing  exact¬ 
ly  1,000  pages,  is  in  some  respects  tho 
most  remnrkablo  book  I  possess.  For 
ono  thing,  although  it  came  from  the 
Clarendon  Press  of  Oxford  university 
only  thre'o  years  ago,  anywhere  from 
ten  to  one  hundred  thousand  years  went, 
to  its  making. 

For  another  thing,  most  of  the  raw 
materials  that  compose  all  the  other 
English  books  in  my  library  arc  to  be 
found  in  its  pages.  Finally,  it  is  pack¬ 
ed  from  end  to  end  with  information 
and  entertainment  inextricably  mixed 
and  twined  together.  It  is  accurate 
and  marvelous  nt  once,  it  is  serious  and 
farcinl,  wise  and  witty,  up-to-date  and 
prehistoric.  I  do  not  sec  how  anything 
more  than  this  could  be  truly  said  in 
praise  of  tho  versatility  of  any  book. 

The  usefulness  of  the  lexicographer’s 
work  needs  no  argument  whatever,  yet 
the  dictionary  salesmen  who  visit  me 
dilate  upon  nothing  else.  Never  yet  has 
one  of  these  men,  several  of  whom  have 
been  intelligent,  said  to  me  in  fact  or 
in  effect;  “I  can  assure  you,  sir,  that 
you  will  find  this  work  exciting,  full 
of  strange  and  unpredictable  matters, 
packed  with  beauty,  replete  with  lore. 
No  novel  of  these  fifty  years  is  more 
thrilling,  no  drama  since  Shakespeare 
contains  more  revelations  of  human  na¬ 
ture,  and  as  for  poetry,  there  has  been 
nothing  more  beautiful  since  Ilomer.  In 
short,  I  know  that  you  will  enjoy  this 
book.” 

The  dictionary  salesmen  I  have  met 
have  not  talked  in  this  way,  but  this  is 
tho  way  they  ought  to  talk;  this  is 
something  like  what  I  should  say  if  I 
wore  in  their  place.  I  should  assume 
that  my  prospective  customers  already 
knew  how  a  dictionary  may  be  used  for 
everyday  purposes,  such,  for  example,  as 
finding  out  for  the  hundredth  time  how 
to  spell  “leisure”  and  discovering  what 
species  of  reptile  a  mongoose  is.  Peo¬ 
ple  who  do  not  know  that  a  dictionary 
is  good  for  such  things  will  never  buy 
one,  anyway,  and  so  I  should  devote 
myself  to  the  proof  that  it  is  actually 
good  reading. 

Of  course,  it  is  always  to  bo  remem¬ 
bered  that  to  the  dull  all  things  are 
dull.  Even  you  and  I,  when  wo  put 
the  dictionary  to  dull  uses,  may  expect 
to  get  corresponding  results.  But  tho 
one  who  knows  how  to  road  will  rend 
any  book,  even  the  telephone  directory, 
with  all  he  has  and  is,  with  tho  total 
rango  of  his  knowledge  and  experience 
and  memory  and  imagination.  Such  a 
reader  can  set  forth  upon  endless  trav¬ 
els  from  any  one  of  the  thousand  pages 
in  a  little  green  dictionary. 

One  good  way  to  read  this  book  is  to 
start  with  the  first  page  and  to  take 
the  words  as  they  come.  Considering, 
however,  that  many  others  may  bo  work¬ 
ing  on  tho  same  plan,  wo  do  well,  if 
tho  display  of  learning  is  any  part  of 
our  purpose,  to  begin  with  Z  instead  of 
A.  Just  as  in  the  reading  of  encyclo¬ 
pedias  wo  are  likely  to  find  more  peo¬ 
ple  who  are  well  informed  about  Abys¬ 
sinia  than  wo  do  those' who  are  volublo 
upon  Zanzibar,  so  a  knowledge  of  thoso 
strango-looking  words  beginning  with 
“zy”  is  more  useful  socially  than  ac¬ 
quaintance  with  anrdvnrk  or  abacus.  T 
like  what  my  little  book  has  to  say 
about  Zoroastrianism  as. much  as  I  do 
its  remarks  upon  “a”,  and  “an”.  I 
like  tho  words  I  moot  in  it  for  tho  first 
time,  such  as  “mprot” — who  would 
have  supposed  without  .  typographical 
proof  that  such  a  word  as  “mprot” 
had  ever  crept,  climbed  or  intruded  in¬ 
to  the  English  fold? — as  well  as  I  do 
tho  oldost  friends  that  my  infancy 


knew.  I  tnko  some  pleasure,  although 
it  is  not  very  keen,  in  being  informed 
about  things  I  did  not  know  before; 

I  am  much  pleased  whenever  tho  book 
confirms  my  own  heretical  opinions. 
Thus  I  rend  on  from  page  to  page,  al¬ 
ways  entertained,  growing  more  learned 
every  day.  At  present  I  am  deep  in  the 
O’s.  I  find  0  to  bo  an  unexpectedly  in¬ 
teresting  letter.  Next  year,  at  this 
time,  I  hope  to  be  reading  through  C 
again,  on  tho  second  lap.  And  always 
I  am  hoping  that  some  wiseacre  of  a 
Polonius.  will  espy  me  hunched  over  my 
dictionary  and  will  ask,  “What  do  you 
read,  my  lord?”  For  then  I  shall  nn- 
swer  with  what  brilliant  originality 
and  in  tones  thrilling  with  pride  and 
affection,  “Words!  Words!” 

But  although  l  allow  myself  to  speak 
lightly  of  these  exercises,  I  cannot  con- 1 
coal  my  deep  love  and  veneration  for 
the  treasure  this  volume  contains.  What  | 
thoughts  should  we  have  without  words . 
to  shape  and  hold  them,  or  what  eino-| 
lions  even  without  words  to  give  them 
voice?  Ruffling  tho  pages  of  the  book, 

I  catch  in  a  second  of  time  glimpses  of 
a  hundred  words  that  have  been  upon 
men’s  lips  in  some  form  or  other  for 
a  thousand  centuries. 

What  a  wonder  that,  these  mere 
sounds  should  bo  the  oldest  things  that 
men  have  made,  literally  more  endur¬ 
ing  than  bronze,  as  Horace  said,  so  that 
the  Sphinx  is  a  child  of  yesterday  be¬ 
side  them.  And  then  to  think  how  they- 
have  been  jostled  up  .and  down  like  peb¬ 
bles  on  this  bank  and  shoal  of  time, 
how  they  have  been  worn  thin  and  pol¬ 
ished  by  the  attrition  of  ages  until 
ready  for  our  usp.  We  need  not  bo 
surprised  to  find  in  almost  every  an¬ 
cient  word  some  mark  of  human  nature, 
for  it  is  the  very  creature  of  our  breath, 
and  it  has  dwelt  intimately  with  us 
through  all  its  vast  longevity.  We  have 
set  our  indelible  human  stamp  upon 
every  common  word  in  the  language, 
as  a  king  sots  his  image  upon  a  coin, 
so  that  ho  knows  how  to  read  “words, 
words”  may  almost  afford  to  leave 
all  other  human  records  alone. 

For  a  word, almost  any  word  we  may 
choose,  is  not  a  spontaneous  growth.  It 
has  been  toiled  for  long  and  arduously, 1 
it  has  been  earned  in  the  labor  of 
thought,  it  has  been  groped  for  long  be¬ 
fore  it  was  found,  it  has  been  lost  and 
saved  again  many  times.  A  word  is 
a  tiny  segment  of  order  reclaimed  from 
Chaos  and  old  Night";  it  is  a  trophy 
marking  the  spot  where  once,  long  ago  j 
the  armies  of  ignorir.YGc  turned  back 


Some  may  find  fault  with  tho  diction¬ 
ary  because  its  words  are  not  arranged 
in  nny  significant  order,  but  for  my 
part  I  am  not  disturbed  by  this,  bccnusc 
the  arrangement  of  words  in  order  is 
my  chief  business  nml  delight.  I  love 
(o  think  of  them  one  nt  a  time  and  I 
love  tho  sounds  of  them  for  tho  sake 
of  beautiful  sound  alone — “silver,”

Come,  my  dic¬ 
tionary.

Of  course,  it  is  J 
not  tho  word  so  much  ns  the  idea  that 
tho  word  isolates  and  pins  down  that 
was  so  great  an  achievement  but  tho 
whole  process  that  gave  us  this  concep¬ 
tion  and  the  word  that  names  it  was  a 
work  of  intellectual  giants  toiling 
mightily.
